Armed with these statistics, and with the replies 
to the College inquiry, the deputation should be 
able to put the case to the Minister of Labour in

We urge nurses, if they desire to be relieved of 
the burden of unemployment insurance by an 
amending Act, not to neglect the signing of the 
petition. It is late enough in the day. Before 
the Act was passed we put the case before nurses 
and urged them to act through their societies: 
they let the time slip by. Experience has shown 
th it they have no choice: but one more loophole 
still remains 

We, like the College of Nursing, would like to 
see the hospitals, as employers, contributing, not 
to an unemployment fund, but to a superannua- 
tion fund for nurses. For old age and disability 
are bound to come, while openings for work seem 
to increase instead of diminishing, and the efficient 
healthy nurse need never be out of « job

The heating of wards may be partly by means 
of an open fireplace, but in cold weather this is 
not nearly sufficient. Either hot-water or steam 
pipes will be required in addition. In connection 
with the system of hot-water pipes we have a 
boiler which is situated in the basement of th 
hospital. From this there is a large main pipe 
which gives off numerous smaller pipes. These 
pass to the different wards and return by similar 
pipes, placed below their fellows, to another 
large main pipe which enters the boiler near the 
foot. The hot water ascends in the pipes to the 
wards which it heats, and when it gives up its 
heat it returns by the other set of pipes to the 
boiler again.

which was used by Marconi in the earliest forms 
of wireless apparatus, which commenced in 1896 

It had been discovered many years previously 
that if a heap of loose metal filings were used 
as part of an electric circuit, in which there was 
a battery and a bell, it might be so arranged that 
the filings offered so much resistance that the 
electric current could not pass through from th« 
batt ry to the bell. But, strange to say, if elec- 
tric sparks were produced in the neighbourhood 
of the filings, they suddenly ‘‘ cohered ’’ in some 
mysterious way and allowed the electric current 
to pass to the bell. If the filings were then dis- 
turbed by a gentle tap, they ‘‘ decohered ’’ and 
the current ceased to pass. The surprising thing 
was that the spark disturbance might be at some 
considerable distanc: thy 

The coherer in these early 
was a very small glass tube, with a wire entering 
at each end. A small space was left between the 
ends of the wires, to each of which was attached 
a small block of metal, and the space between 
these two blocks was filled with loosely packed 
metal filings. [his coherer is analogous to a bell- 
push or a telegraph key. Vhen ether waves 
from the sending station reach it the filings 
cohere and the bell rings, but the gong stick of 
the bell taps the tube and causes it to decohere, 
leaving it ready to be operated by the next ether 
A relay and a Morse telegraph instru- 
used in plac of a bell, and it was 
send messages in Morse; indeed, that 
is how all were first.

Patients may go on months or years between the 
attacks, The disease may remain stationary or be pro- 
gressive, as it is in one-sixth of the cases only. 

The treatment so far is medicinal and physical. It 
would be ideal to find some curative serum, but we must 
be content with drugs so far. Patients must not be 
encouraged to ‘‘ walk it off.’’ This is not only cruel, 
but makes the disease worse Exercise without fatigue 
is excellent, and general massage especially for those in 
bed, is very good. The special points to observe are: 
(1) Avoid contractions by gentle but complete passive 
movements of all joints every day; abdominal mas. 
sage is specially valuable. (2) Avoid letting patients get 
bedridden ; however difficult, get them up and out in the 
fresh air, and for a longer time each day, or they are 
very liable to develop complications such as pneumonia. 
(5) If patients should already be bedridden, prevent bed- 
sores appearing. Look out for any redness; remove pres- 
sure, and apply lccal applications, always remembering 
that a bedsore is a stigma on those in attendance on the 
sick, 

Life is of little value unless associated with activity, 
but even in the worst cases much may be done to prevent 
these patients from being a burden to themselves or 
those around them. 

In reply to a question, Sir James Stewart said that 
while, after an attack, the hardened tissue would be less 
hard, there would not be a complete return to the 
normal condition. 


SurcicaL TUBERCULOSIS 

The lecturer on Friday morning was Sir Henry J. 
Gauvain, M.D., M.Ch., on “‘ The Treatment of Surgical 
Tuberculosis, with particular reference to the indications 
for massage.’’ After complimenting the Society on its 
Conference programme, the lecturer said his subject, was 
one in which there had been a great change of opinion 
and treatment. Once massage would have been the last 
thing in the world to have advised, and in some cases 
it would still be dangerous, and in all needed to be given 
with great care and understanding. What was surgical 
tuberculosis? It was the non-pulmonary form—attacking 
the bones and joints 

There were two schools of thought. One had the 
theory that the lesion should be removed or the disease 
would spread to other parts of the body, and in the 
past, especially if the hip or knee became tuberculous 
excision was performed, entailing a high mortality, great 
disability and suffering, and usually little or no check 
to the spread of the disease It had now been proved 
that a lesion was not a primary symptom but a result 
of being affected with the tubercle bacillus; and surgical 
tuberculosis was only a manifestation of the disease. 
The infection might be communicated by the air breathed 
or through the alimentary canal by drinking tuberculous 
milk, perhaps in babyhood, when an attack of gastro 
enteritis might supervene and the tubercle be generally 
disseminated through the body The lesion was really 
a form of natural resistance which should be aided in 
every possible way. To-day there was a promise of 
great hope, and the principle was that if surgical tuber 
culosis were a general disease it needed general treat- 
ment; while if there were a local lesion it should have 
local treatment. in addition.
